German artillerymen have not been 
able, in spite of all their cfforts, to 
\invent a field gun which in any way 
lapproaches the French field gun in 
jaccuracy of aim or rapidity of fire. 
Since the beginning of the war, how- 
ever, they have greatly improved 
their three-inch gun and have increas- 
ed its range by extending the length 
of the tube and fixing it on a four- 
inch howitzer gun carriage, | which

In making these improvements, the 
German gunners have decreased the

What the United States Government 
Is Asking of Its People 


The manner by which food can be 
saved is as simple as the need of 
saving our food and is as obvious, 

The government asks every citizen 
to have one wheatiess day each week 
and one wheatiess meal each day. 
The wheatless day selected is Wed- 
nesday. Wheatless means the climi- 
nation of all wheat products, wheth- 
er in bread, cereal, or the familiar 
and nourishing dish of the Italian— 
spaghetti 

The government asks every citizen 
to have one meatless day each week 
and one meatless meal each day of 
the week. The meatless day selected 
by the government is Tuesday. Mr. 

igh-Cost-of-Living will doubtless 
add many other meatless dave to the 
schedule of the average citizen, A 
meatless meal or a meatless day ts a 
meal or a day on which no beef, 
pork, mutton, veal or lamb, and no 
preserved meat, such as beef, bacon, 
ham or lard, is consumed, 

The goveru...ent has recently ad- 
ded to its wheatless and meatless 
schedule a special day dedicated to 
the protection of his A King 
Pig. On Saturday pig in all forms 
is tabooed, whether it appears on the 
table as breakfast bacon. chops or 
cold slices of ham, Doughnuts and 
all other products fried in lard come 
equally under the ban. 

The last great food staple which 
must be conserved, if we are to win 
the war, is sugar. The government 
expects there will be enough sugar 
available to supply every household 
in the country on a basis of three 
pounds of sugar for each person per 
month.

Enemy Worrying About Economie 
Situation After War Is Over 


German anxiety regarding Ger- 
many’s economic future is being 
constantly revealed. Lecturing at 
Breen, Dr. Karsladt, one of the best 
known speakers of the German Col- 
onial Society, said: “When our mil- 
lions of soldiers return from the 
war they must be provided with 
bread and work. But how, if raw 
material is lacking, for instance, cot- 
ton? The problem is acute, owing to 
the close economic union of the Brit 
ish empire.” 

Dr. Karsladt declared Turkey 
could not satisfy Germany’s hunger 
for raw material, German, must 
have a Central Africa stretching 
from the Atlantic to the Indian Oc- 
ean. Hence Germany must recover 
her colonies and enlarge them. She 
must also construct essential naval 
bases. Dr. Karsladt concluded by 
picturing German submarines oper- 
ating as far as Aden.

Rode a Wild Moose

Rainy Lake, Ontario, Canada, is in 
a region abounding with moose and 
other game and has only been  re- 
cently made accessible to the sports- 
man by the completion of the Cana- 
dian Northern’s new _ transcontinen- 
tal railway.

Chaudrel and his family, composed 
of the girl Germaine, 15 yeare old, 
and his son, 16 yeere old, had re- 
mained on their little farm. On that 
morning, while in his fields, Mr. 
Chaudrel suddenly saw a British sol- 
dier come out from behind a hedge 
and approach him, followed a_ mo- 
ment afterwards by ten others, These 
poor fellows had lost themselves, 
could not return to the French or 
British lines and had been hiding for 
days in the country.

men to his place, They lived there 
for two months, the girl Germaine 
and her brother keeping watch night 
and day. February 22, 1915, the 
tragedy took place, The Germans 
heard through a spy of the presence 
of these eleven British soldiers in 
the poor farmer's house, In the aft- 
ernoon they. surrounded the farm and 
house. Germaine rushed up to the 
attic, where her proteges were. She 
was caught on the stairs by a Ger- 
man armed with a_ revolver. 
“Where are the English?” he ask- 
ed, 

“Look for them!” replied the girl. 

The Tommies knew the danger 
theif little protectress was running. 
They opened the door and gave 
themselves up. 

The house was burned, and a few 
days after the women were  con- 
demned by court martial, Mme. 
Chaudrel to four years in prison, her 
daughter to two years and her son 
to three years. 

At the trial the girl Germaine 
asked, “What about my father and 
the British soldiers?” 

A German answered, “T regret to 
say they were all shot a few days 
ago. They all died bravely.”

But Is Also Said to Be a Fighter 
and Knows His Men 


Speaking of the new first lord of 
the admiralty, Sir Rosslyn Wemyss, 
it may be well to make it easy for 
him at the outset by explaining that 
his last mame iis pronounced 
“Weems.” Wemyss becomes much 
less formidable when that fact is 
known, He has a distinct reputation 
as a fighter of the first order 
throughout the British navy. He 
was born in 1864,

As 
second sea lord he was responsible 
chiefly for the appointment of the 
personnel of the navy, a.d he was 
undoubtedly taken as first assistant 
to Admiral Jeiticce because of his 
knowledge of men and his reputation 
as a fighter,

How Modern Wars are Won eS 


Enemy Defeated Through People 
Becoming Demoralized 
Gencral von Ludendorff, who is 
recognized as the brains of the Ger- 
man government and the most influ- 
ential director of its activities, enun- 
ciated an important truth in his re- 
mark the other day on the special 
and distinctive nature of modern war. 
He said that it is a war not of armies 
but of peoples; that there are no 
decisive battles in the old sense, whea 
the issue of a campaign might be de- 
termined by the result of a single 
engagement, as when Napoleon 
crushed the Prussians at Jena, or as 
when he was himself crushed by the 
coalition at Waterloo. Nowadays the 
effect of battles is indirect, and an 
enemy people is defeated through be- 
coming demoralized as the conse- 
quence of an unsuccessful and disas- 
trous conflict. From this point of 
view he insisted that the revolution 
in Russia must not be regarded as a 
mere piece of luck for the central 
powers, but as the natural outcome 
of military operations from which the 
Russian people had seriously suffer- 

ed.—Philadalphia Enquirer,
